Orr of its first findings, 
and in many ways the most 
important, was thot if any 
wage increases are granted 
in 1968 they should be sub- 
stantially below the average 
of the last few years, The 
Council considered that the 
anti-inflationary mensures 
taken by the Government 
in September were “over- 
duo,” and that it would not 
po’ alarming if uncmploy- 
ment were somewhnt higher 

than at present. hee 
In the opening statistical 
chapter the Council's re- 
port stresses the post-war 
failure to prevent prices 
from rising at the rate of 
4to 6G percent a year, 
which were “not part of 
the natural order of things. 
Thoro is no precedent for 
this in the last 100 yeurs 
of British economiy history.” 
And the Council went on to 
dlatribute the blame for 
this. It calculated 49 per 
cent was -due to cxtra 
wages; 19 per cent extra 
profit income; 19 per cent 
higher import prices; and 
13 per cent extra indirect 
taxes, including reductions

The Statistics 
HE xeneral increage in 
production in the period 
1946-66 is estimnted at 
about 3 per cent o year, 
whereas the rise in wages 
and solarics is estimated at 
just under 8 per cent au 
‘year and the rise in profit 
just under 7 per cent.

N the cold, dark evening 
‘ of February 27, 1933, 
the historic — Parhament 
Chamber in Berlin, the 
Retchstng, was gutted by 
fire, 

Hitler and his ruthless 
National-Socialists, on tho 
threshold of power, were 
determined to sway the 
electorate at all costs. 

Hindenburg was still head of 
the Slate but the Reichstag 
élections were to be held on 
March 6, 

Floter, a philossophy student, 
was om his way to hig lodgings 
from Berlin University whem he 
skitted the black hulle of the 
Relclistag building at about 9 
g'clock. Turning right at the 
routh-west corner, he hurried 
nlong the — giistening pavement, 
now thinly encruste with 
snow. 

Looking up, he was startled 
to sce the dim figure of a man, 
waving on burning ybject, on 
the first floor balcony — outside 
the large window to, the right 
of the central portal. :

His poillical career began 
first as a union officlaL But 
soon he was head of the 
Scclalist Party's research office, 
And in 1951 he became on. MP. 

In 1955 he accepted, a big new 
jeb as political adviser to the 
Granada TV. organisation,

Although still nearly a mi!lion 
tens less than the pre-war 
figure, it has the advantage of 
being a ‘young” fleet, About 
70-75 por cent, is tonnage built 
since 1948-49, and the average 
ope of the whole fiect is 12 
years, 


In addition, mbout 1,2 miltion 
tony are on order, for delivery 
up to 1962-1963.

The defence in the Tsun 


Wan beach murder trial 


commenced before Mr Justice A. D. Scholes at 
the Criminal Sessions this morning when the 
accused, Leung Kwai-wing, 44, a textile 
worker, gave evidence on his relationship with. 


his alleged mistress, 


Leung is alleged to have 
murdered Ho Ah-kwan, o 
82-year-old married woman, 
on November 26 last. The 
body of the deceased was 
found by tho police on_ the 
seabed about 40 yards from 
an embankment in Teun 
Wan carly on the morning 
of November 26, 

Mr ‘Terence Shurlock, ‘in- 
structed by Messrs Deacons, 
appears for the accused, Mr 
W.A, Blair-Kerr, Senor Crown 
Counsel, 1s prosecuting, assisted 
by DDI G, Fergus. 

The accused testified that in 
1955, he was a foreman ‘in a 
factory Tsun Wan, In 
March that year, tho deceased 
joined the factory os an inspec- 
tor of defective cloth im his 
department, . 

Ho said they became friendly 
and-h¢ often visited her home 
or went to clnanas with her. 
In October that year, they hod 
intlmate relations, hd continued, 
and since then she frequently 
borrowed money from him, 

In March the following year, 
he said, their relationship was 
discovered by deceased's 
brother-in-law, Yeung Chit, 
who wrote a letter to the 
deecased.
